
An airfield, about 6,600 x 3,500 feet, w as located 10.000 foot 
east of KURJ3K (36 14 ’ E/51^44 *IT ) . It bordered on ,n oods to t he 
south and east. Three hangars were presumably located on the 
eastern border,.

According to a previous report, the airfield was being expanded 
in February 1947. At that time it was occupied by bombers and 
filters. From the above report it is Inferred that a fighter 
unit was stationed at the field in September 1948. The air- 
craft type cannot be identified from the given description. 
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
